‘and his officers and. Prince Rupert. 
|More elaborate pictures dealing witb 
jthe wit were, however, left to the 
pumpblets of that time. The frost 
‘fair op the Thames in 1083 was mude 
| the subject of nn toteresting broudside, 
aud so alsu was the funeral of Queen 
| Mary IL. in 1695. 

With the eighteenth century the art 
of illustrating actualities grew. Car. 
|icatures abounded, now of the Jacob- 
‘ftes, pow of the south sea bubble or 
| similar exciting events. The Daily 
| Post of 1740 afforded un example of a 
!diuily pauper attempting to tllustrate a 
current event. On March 29 of that 
year it pubUshed a detailed diagram 
of Admiral Vernon's attack on Porto 
Bello 

‘The St. James Chronicle in 1765 pre- 
eented Its renders with an illustration 
of a strange wild animal that bad cre- 
ated much excitement in France, but 
this illustration was obviously imagi- 
nary. ‘he Gentlemen's Gazette io 
1751 gave a portrait of Edward Bright, 
a record fat nin tp the Town and 
, Country Magazine in 1773 there ap- 
peared portraits of the principals in a

Two of These Natural Curiosities

natural curivsities In Berkshire county 
and which in earlier and later years 
hus been visited by armies of the cu- 
rious is Balance rock, four miles north 
of Pittstield and near the south line of 
Lanesboro. 

This great marble bowlder ts now 
of a deep brown color and is scarred 
and riven by the storms of centuries, 
It is thirty feet high, fifteeu feet wide 
and is so wonderfully polsed on a few 
feet at its base as to tremble at the 

sigbtest touch. 

It welghs many bundreds of tons and 
resembles from severul points of view 
a buge egy, a blacksmith's forge and 
the back of an elephuut, [t resembles 
no rock to be found on the ‘Taconic 
mountain range or its foothills, near 
which latter it -stunds in sphinxlike 
grandeur and silence. 

It is not generally known that there 
4s anotber balance rock in Berkshire 
about of equal Interest with that Ip 
Lanesborv. It Is on the highest point 
of the Monument mountain, where it 
slopes toward the enst, and is 700 feet 
above the riyer.at-the village of-Honsa- 
tonle. Its estimated weight is over 100 
tons.—Pittstield (Muss.) Cor, New York 
Sun.

“Diviné Sarah” Gets Place In the 
Legion at Last. 

All the preliminaries have been 
fully complied with, and the world’s 
greatest actress, Madame ‘Sarah 
Bernhardt, now, at last, ranks 
among the immortals of the French 
Legion of Honor. 

The decoration comes to her late 
in life,,and only after she had been 
many times proposed for member- 
ship in that officially distinguished 
fraternity, The ‘Divine’ Sarah is 
now. a great-grandinother. Each time 
the solemn council of the Legion of 
Honor erased the name of Madame 
Sarah from the list—because, as a 
theatre manageress, she had been 
through the bankruptcy court. It 
does not seem to be generally known 
that this was the sole reason why 
the council refused Madame Sarah's 
nomination, 

‘Of course, for many years the 
council refused to decorate any actor, 
far less an actress, just as to this 
day the French Academy rejects the 
player’s profession altogether as dis- 
reputable and not worthy of the 
“immortality” which it confers, 

The first actress to receive the Red 
Ribbon was Adelina Patti, but she 
was not French. The first French 
actress to receive the Ribbon was 
Madame Bartet, but she was honor- 
ed solely as a professor at the Con- 
servatoire, and the fact was solemn- 
ly ignored that she was an actress 
also. Indeed, all actors who have 
received the Red Ribbon were simi- 
larly decorated solely as professors 
at the Conservatoire, and in each 
case the council continued solemnly 
to shut its eyes to the fact of their 
not only teaching, but also acting 
themselves, 

Madame Sarah herself was given, 
some years ago, a lectureship at the 
Conservatoire by the Government 
solely to enable the council to have 
an excuse for decorating her, as she 
was scarcely ever asked to “profess” 
at all Rut the council still stub- 
bornly held out. ~ 

Madame Sarah has waited long, 
put she has the satisfaction of know- 
ing that she is the first French ‘ac- 
tress to receive the Red Ribbon sole- 
ly as an actress. Even the council 
has had to give in at last, and it 
certainly cannot pretend to ignore 
the fact that Sarah is an actress. The 
new Knight of the Legion of Honor 
still plays the very juvenile part of 
Jeanne Dore, in which this astonish- 
{ng actress is not only as good as 
ever, but one may really say has yet 
Improved upon her art in restraint, 
Intensity and depth.

INARGENHINE REPUBLIG |. 


Production Less 
» Canada—Farming Conditions In 
South Americae 


“The Grain Growers’ Guide,” in a’ poge” 


recent issue, had a very interesting 
description of the Argentine Republic 
and the agricultural Conditions that 
prevail there. In population Argentina 
is nearly equal to Canada, having 
7,171,190 people on December 31st, 
1911, Whereas Canada, on June ist of 
the sume year, had 7,606,643. Argen- 
tina is. however, outstripping Canada 
in immigration at present. That coun- 
try received 547,000 in 1912 as com- 
pared with 395,000 who came to Can- 
ada. Our total commierce is over 
200,000,000 greater than that of Ar- 
gentina, although Argentina exported 
nearly $84,000,000 more products than 
Argentina, 

While we frequently hear about the 
hardships of the farmer in Western 
Canada, and are told of the exactions 
of the big interests through the sys- 
tein of pro‘ection, high freight rates, 
excessive interest charges, etc., it is 
doubtful if there is any Western grain 
grower who \vould be willing to change 
his homeste.c for a farm in free trade 
Argentina, where, according to the 
“Grain Growers’ Guide,” there are 
special difficulties to overcome in the 
race for agricultural supremacy. Chief 
of these is the low general intelligence 
of the people. In 1911, more than 
one-half of the population over six 
years of age were illiterate, Argen- 
tines, that is natives, constitute three- 
filfths of the population, chiefly of 
Spanish extraction, the national lan- 
guage also being Spanish, Of the two 
and a quarter million foreigners living 
in Argentina, about one-half are 
Italians, one-third Spaniards, wit 
French, Russian and Servians next in 
order, and only 40,000 Anglo-Saxons, 
Only a third of the ‘farmers own the 
land they cultivate and most of the 
grain growers are dependent upon 
family labor. Nearly all the farmers 
begin their career by renting land on 
shares, sharing the crop. with the 
owner of the land. With little ex- 
perience and less money, their lot is 
a hard one. The farmer and his family 
do all the work, while the land owner 
sells the crop. During the seeding 
and harvesting seasons the whole 
family workin the flelds from daylight 
to dark, This condition is little better 
than serfdom and naturally the far- 
mer's whole effort is to better his 
condition. With thousands of wheat 
growers the be-all and end-all of life 
is to get enough money to return to 
Italy (the native country of most of 
a little farm or bust- 
ness of their own. The average hold- 
ing of the small farmer is 247 acres 
and even those who own or rent larger 
farms are not much better off because 
they do not xnow how to till it pro 
perly.

impression that prevailed at that time 
that the Canadian Goversament would 
not long keep binder fwine on the 
free list. Knowing the inside of the 
binder twine industry as the directors 
of this big firm do, they realized how 
difficult it would be for a Canadian 
mill to operate successfully under free 
trade conditions, and believing that it 
was inevitable that twine would be 
made dutiable they came to Canada 
so as to be in a good position to com- 
pete for the Canadian trade when the 
duty was put back. While their ex- 
pectations of the renewal of the duty 
have not been realized, their judgment 
as to the decline in the industry in 
Canada under free trade conditions 
has been only too fully oonfirmed. 
Apart from their own plant, and that 
referred to in the extract above, there 
are no factories in Canada manffac- 
turing binder twine to-day. The Brant- 
ford Cordage Company manufacture 
cordage also as does the firm in Wel- 
land, and the effect of free trade on 
the binder twine industry is manifest 
when it is realized that there is not 
a single factory in Canada manufac: | 
turing binder twine exclusively banal 
has been able to stay in the ring. | 
The industry {s a history of fatlures | 
during the past few years, and when 
all is said and done how much has 
the Canadian farmer gained by the 
sacrifice of the investors and work- 
men in Canadian binder twine fac- 
tories.

tions_which are really nothing more 
than absolute freaks; ideals and mo- 
dels of no good to anybody whatever 
for any practical purpose in life! In- 
deed, the Patent Office might well be 
termed ‘‘The Asylum for Idiotic Ideas 
and Models!”’ 

As showing how inng and how sim- 
flarly the most extravagant notions 
have obsessed certain 'inds of folk 
in connection with this patent busi- 
ness, we may just mention that the 
office had not been in vogue, in the 
reign of King James I., more than a 
week or two, when one agricultural 
gentleman sent word to it that he 
wished to have “a patent for making 
trops grow without plowing the soil 
by horses and plow, as he had learned 
how to plow fields otherwice; and al- 
80 possessed the secret of making 
crops grow with tremendous fertility 
without trouble!'’

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BURNS’ SKULL, 


Scottish Poet Had a Head of Remark- 
able Dimensions, 

It has taken almost a century for 
certain facts concerning thé cerebral 
development of Robert Burns to be- 
come generally known. A writer in 
The London Sphere refers almost tim- 
orously to the fact that in the nine- 
teenth century, in the year that Jean 
A-mour, Burns’ widow, cied, the 
family of Robert Burns gave their 
consent to havirg a cast mado of the 
skull of the poet, dead thirty-cight 
years previously, The science of 
phrenology had just then been inter- 
esting Scotch physicians, and a paper 
was drawn up containing the results 
of the phrenological :xamination of 
Burns’ skull, with drawings of the 
cast. It is these memorials of the 
poet that Mr. Arthur Keith now ex- 
amines, beginning with some general- 
{zations about the present method of! 
drawing conclusions from physiologi- 
cal aspects, and using a tone almost 
deprecatory in fear that the sensi- 
bilities of Burns’ worshippers will be 
hurt by what may be regarded ds an 
unreverential way of treating the 
poet’s physical remains: f 

“Most of us have ' :t i.{th in the 
sive of head or expanse of brow as an 
index of mental ability; our epecula- 
tion along such linas have been ‘upset 
by our dally experience. We place 
our trust rather in the eye, the 
mouth, the expression, the manner in 
which the countenance lights up. 
Burns had an eye, ‘I never saw such 
another eye in a human head,’ said 
Sir Walter Scolt. Had Sir Walter 
shared Dr. George Combe’s predilec- 
tion for the study of heads I am 
quite certain he would have discoy- 
ered that the poet's brain was quite 
as remarkable as his eye. In recent 
years Miss Lee and Prof. Pearson 
have invented a fairly accurate meth- 
od of calculating the size of the brali 
from the dimensiens of the skull, 
Their method indicates that Burns 
had a brain measuring 1,720 cubic 
cm.—1,500 cm. being the size of 
brain for an average Scotsman. The 
great size of the head gives a key to 
the remark made by Sir Walter 
Scott, viz., ‘His countenance was 
more massive than it looks in any of 
his portraits.’ ... 

“Unfortunately the cast of the 
skull leaves off at the Jower margin 
of the eye-sockets, hence I am unabLie 
to give any exact measurements re- 
lating to the lower part of the face. 
The width of the face, however, one 
can state definitely, The widest part 


sockets, measures 134 mm.,, fully a 
quarter of an inch beyond the width 
of the avernge man's face, Yet the 
cheek bones, as may be seen from 
the various pecrtraits as from the 
full cast, were neither high nor 
prominent; the greatest width of the 
face lay well behind the eye sockets, 
Anatomists do not tnclude the fore- 
head in measuring the length of the 
face, because its upper limit is hard 
to define; they measure from the root 
of the nose to the lower margin of 
the chin. The well-developed average 
man has a face length of 120 mm. 
From the various portraits I infer 
that the poet’s face was of average 
length, about 120 mm., but his face 
was above the average width. When, 
however, a face of rather more than 
normal dimension is painted »« part 
of a head of altogether abnormal di- 
mensions it appears dwarfed; hence 
Sir Walter Scott’s remark that ar- 
tists had not done justice to the mas- 
stveness of Burns’ ‘eatures.” 


Radium Mines In England. 

England may yet prove to be the 
richest producer of radium ore in the 
world. 

Pitchblende was discovered ever s0 
long ago in the Tromwith tin mine, 
Cornwall, but it is only quite lately 
that one of England’s most eminent 
scientists, Sir Willifm Ramsiy, and 
bis assistant chemist, Mr. White- 
house, have really got down to work 
there. Now radium {s being turned 
out in a dingy back street in Lime- 
house, London. It is valued at $3,- 
750,000 an ounce, 

It fs anticipated that at the end 
of March an output of something like 
4,000 milligrams a year, valued at 
$80 a milligram, will be placed upon 
the market, 

The mine may be the greatest 
source of pitchblende in the world 
and within 9 stone’s throw of it is 
another similar mine worked by a 
French company. Other mines are 
thought to exist in the middle and 
west of England,
